Lesides completely explaioing | 
those results, Prof. Lioyd infers, that such Glas ought to give the portions | 
of light at thelr two surfaces differing ia phase, and that the light | 
should be, coasequcatiy, io general, elliptically polarised. The author of the 
present paper, before he was aware of the investigation of Prof. Liovd, had 
made many observations os the eciliptical polarisation of light by reflection 
from metailic aad other surfaces—-the method of observation being by the 
well-kaowa dislocation of the polarised rings.
